enpee, 

The Troops landed without opposition, and having 
formedthem, ] sent forward an advance of two Com- 
panios of Koval Marines under Captain Ellis; the 
guns were then moved on, supported by the De- 
tachment of the 26th and 49th Regiments, followed 
an cohuuu by the Marine Battalion, the 37th Native 
Tifantry, and the Bengal Voluntecrs. 


After advancing a mile and half, ou reaching 
the ridge of a Hill, we came in sight of the Upper 
Fort. and of a very strong entrenchment, having a 
deep ditch outside and a breast-work round it, 
Which was prolonged upwards, connecting it with 
‘the Upper Fort, it was also flanked by field bat- 
tenes, having deep treuches in rear of the guns 
for the purpose of shelter; the whole was strougly 
jined with Chinese soldiers, who immediately on 
secing us, cheered, waved their flags in defiance, 
and opened a fire from their batteries; our guns 
were promptly placed on the crest of the mdge and 
commenced firing—-this was duly returaed by the 
Chinese for abont twenty minutes, and indeed in 
this, us well as our other encounters with them, 
it is but justice to say they behaved with courage ; 
during this time the advance crossed the shoulder 
of the Hill to the nght, driving before them the 
Chinese who had hned it in considerable num- 
bers, then descending into the valley, took 
possession of a field battery placed there; L had 
previously ordered two Companies of the 37th N. 
4d. under Captains Bedingfield and Wardroper to 
scour rounda Hill to the mght of the advance 
where they encountered the Chinese in some torce 
and drove them away with much loss. Captain 
uly commanding the Corps, speaks highly of the 
conduct of these Companies, which he bad sup- 
ported by another under Lieutenant Hadfield. 


Seeing that the fire from our guns was causing 
the Chinese to fly from the entrenchment and bat- 
teries, | moveag the coluinn down the slope, caus- 
ing tlie two Wading Companies of Marines under 
Captain Vintcomb to clear the wooded Hill in 
front, | took a subdivision of them, got into the 
entrenchment, and preceeded up inside the breast- 
work to the upper I ort, in which there was stilla 
number of men—these were speedily dislodyed by 
the two Murines who first reached it; the Fort 
was entered and the British Ensign hoisted by a 
Royal Marine. 

The lower Furt which had 16 guns facing the 
sea and was surrounded by a high wall, and a 
ginall battery between, waa, from this, completely 
exposed, but the fire of these as well as of the 
upper L’ort had been silenced by the Ships attack- 
ing on the sea face—they were still in considerable 
numbers in the lower part of the Fort and bad 
locked the gate, a fire was therefore kept up from 
the Hill and the advance coming round the lower 
side to the gate, foreod it by musketry,-—on enter- 
ing they met with considerable resistance, which 
was speedily subdued, some men then entering an 
embrasure on the flank the Tort was taken and 
our flag hoisted. 


The whole of the Forts and Batteries being 
now in our possession, we proceeded to render the 





guns unserviceable and dismantle the Fort, setting 
their encampments on fire, and on re-embarking 
the Magazine in the lower Fort was blown up. 

I am happy to say that the logs on our side has 
been small, and would have been less but for the 
explosion of an Expence Magazine in the Fort 
after the capture. The Chinese however suffered 
ecverely ; between three and four hundred werd. 
killed and wounded, including amongst the killea . 
‘the Heptai,’ an Officer with rank equivalent to 
our Brigadier General; about 100 prisoners were 
taken, who were released at the close of the day. 

] have great pleasure in stating to your Lxcel- 
lency the admirable manner in which the whole 
Force behaved, and J beg to recommend to your 
notice Major Johnson, 26th Regiment, Command- 
ing Detachmeut of the 26th and 49th Regiments.

hundred yards distance, which was as near as the 
depth of water would permit of our approach. ‘The 
“« Modeste,” “* Druid” and #* Columbine” anchored 
in succession, and in a few minutes so destructive 
and well directed was the fire of the ships, that that 
of the enemy’s was silenced, with the exception of 
an occasional gun or two,—at 11-20 a.m. observing 
that we had effected a practicable breach in the 
Southern end of the Fort, I directed the boats 
manned and armed to proceed to storm it,— Licute- 
nant Bowers (first of this ship) immediately landed, 
supported by the boats of the “ Modeste :” those 
of the “ Druid” and “ Columbine” under the com- 
mand of Lieutenant Goldsmith (first of that ship) 
proceeded to the North end, 

Au attempt at resistance was made by the 
enemy at the breach against Lieutenant Bowers 
and his party, but was instantly overcome by the 
gallant and determined rush onwards of our men 
which so appalled the Garrison that they instantly 
made a hasty retreat over the Hill Wall, leaving 
us masters of the I*ort. 

The guns, amounting to twenty-five longs, of 
different ealibre, were then spiked, the trunnions 
knocked off, a shot wrapped round with wet can- 
vas driven hard home in each, and they were thea 
thrown into the sea, their carriages burnt as well 
as the whole of the buildings, and Magazines 
blown up, previous to which latter operation a] 
the wounded of the enemy were earricd away 
clear of the Fort, their loys, judging from the num- 
ber of killed laying in every direction, niust have 
been most severe. 

My best thanks are duo to Captain Smith and 
Commanders [cyres and Clarke, for the efficient 
and able support they have afforded me. It is 
inpossible to say too much in favor of all those 
under my Command, their conduct merits my 
warmest approbation. Of Licutenant Bowers 
(firat of this Ship) I cannot speak too highly. In the 
attack of the breach he received a sevete sabre 
woud across the knee, which L fear will deprive 
me for some time of Ins services; I beg leave to 
recommend him most strongly to your favorable 
consideration, as well as Mr. Luard, Mate, who 
behaved most gallantly in the breach—the sea- 
lous conduet of this promsing young Officer has 
repeatedly drawn forth my commendations. 

Our damages are very trifling, being merely 
some of the standing rigging cut away and a shot 
through our Flull, the tire of the enemy passing 
all over us. 

Enclosed I beg leave to return a list of Wound- 
ed on board the “ Samarang.”

An Act for consolidating and amending the Requ- 
dations concerning Military Courts of Requests ‘for 
Native Officers and soldiers in the Service of the 
Bast India Company. 


I. It is hereby enacted, that all Regulations 
aud parts of Rogulations concerning Military Courts of 
Roquests are repealod ; provided always that nothing in 
this Act contained shall he held to alter or affect tho 
jurisdiction of a single Officer duly authorized and ap- 
pointed under the Rules in force in the Madras and 
Bombay Presidoncies for the trial of small suits in 
Military Bazars at Cantonments asd Stations occupied 
by the troops of those Presidencies respectively, or the 
trial by Punchayet of enits against Military persons 
according to the Rules is force under tle Madras Pre- 
sidency. 

II. And it is herehy enacted, subject to the sfore- 
said proviso, that within the territories of the East 
India Company actions of debt and other personal 
actions against Native Officers, Soldiers and other 
persons amenable to Articles of War for the Na- 
tive Forces in the Military Service of the East 
India Company, or residing within any Station 
ur Cantonment, and carrying on any trade or busi- 
nessina Military Bazar, shail be cognizable before 
a Military Court and not elsewhere, provided the 
valuo in question shall not exceed 2U0 Rupees, and 
the defendant was a person of the description above 
mentioned, when the cause of action arosc, and when 
tho suit was instituted. Provided that no shit shall 
be brought before any Military Court under this 
Act to determine any dispute of caste or concerning 
any right to real property. 

IIT, And it is hereby enacted, that the Command- 
ing Officer of any Station or Cantonment, or Officer 
commanding any portion of Troops in the field, is 
authorized to convene such Military Courts. And 
puch Courts shall be ,composed, according to the 
uiders of the Commander in Chief for tho time 
being of the Presidency within which the Sta- 
tion or Cantonment is situate, or, in the absence of

Siz,—Conformably with the instructions conveyed 
in Captain Ripley's (Fort Adjutant) letter to my ad- 
dress under date the 27th ultimo, I bave the honor 
to report for the information of Maior General Nott, 
Conmanding, the operations of the Detachment under 
my command since leaving Candahbar. 


On reaching Kassh-kee-na-kood on the morning 
of the lst instant, the Assistant Political Agent with 
my detachment (Liewtenant Pattenson) intimated to 
Me that he bad received information of Akhtar Khan 
being stilt before Girishk with a body of $000 men, 
but thought it‘probable he would move iu the direc- 


tion of Sharuck on learning the near approach of my 
detachment, I therefore determined to march next 
morning to Sungboor instead of proceedirg by the 
usual route to Girishk, in order that Tmight be 
nearer the Enemy in case they should move up the 
river, and etill be able to reach the Ford opposite 
Girishk by the same number of marches. 


On arrival at Sungboor, on the morning of the Yd 
instant, I was informed by Lieutenant Pattenson that 
Akhtar Khan had not left Girishk, and that from every 
account received he was determined to meet my de- 
tachment before the place aud oppose my crossing the 
Helmund. I consequently marched at § o'clock in the 
evening, aud reached the Ford opposite Girishk a lit- 
tle befure day break on the 3d instant, when Lieute- 
nant Pattenson (who preceded the detachment) ac- 
quainted me that all the Fords were in possession of 
the Enemy, and that the one at which [ had halted 
was not practicable for either Cavalry or Infantry, 
but that at Simboolee, about three miles further 
up the River, Cavalry could cross, and that the 
Infantry Ford was a mile further down. I accordinz- 
ly directed Captain Hart to ford at Suinboolee with 
the 2ud Regt. of Janbaz, and to move down upon the 
Enemy while I was crossing the remainder of the 
detachment at the Ford described, by the As- 
sistant Political Agent, as “only knee deep.” In 
July 1839, I had frequently crossed the river at 
this Ford, and had therefore no reason to doubt the 
accuracy of Lieut. Pattenson's information, but on 
reaching the place was greatly disappointed to find 
that, owiug to the depth aud rapidity of the current, 
the Ford was totally impracticable. 


From the high grounds at this place I could dis- 
tinctly see the Rebel Force drawn upon the opposite 
bank about half a mile from the river; the Infantry 
were formed on the open plain and appeared to num- 
ber 3000, but the gardens near the Fort were swarm- 
ing with men, whe commenced moving vit on my de- 
tachment coming in sight. I now discovered that 
Captain Hart had crossed the river, and was moving 
down the right bank in excellent order, agreeably to 


the instructions I had given him; and finding ‘that it ’ 


was impossible for me to cross the river at any of the 
Fords below, 1 was apprehembive that he might be 
surprised by the Enemy, and *be hard pressed before 
he could regain the Ford at which he had crossed. 
Fortunately however he observed that I had not been 
able to effect a passage, an d immediately réturned to 
the left bank of the river at Sunboolee, where | joined 
him at 8 A.M. and found that the Rebels had moved 
up tothe Ford, and taken up their position on the 
opposite bank, but as my men were euffering from 
extreme heat and the long march during the night, 1 
contented myself by 
round shot which caused

I immediately changed my 
trunt aud tovk ground a little to the left which I cou 
sidered the beat position attainable under all circum- 
stances. ‘Lhe Guns were placed between the 4th and 
Sth Cumpanies of the Sth Infantry and the two Jan- 
baz Regiments were formed on either flank, and 200 
Suwurs were posted in rear to protect the baggage and 
watca the neighbouring ford, in case any portion of 
the Enemy should attempt a passage by it also. In 
this order I remained until I could discover their 
point of attack which was soon unmasked by a large 
body of Iofantry moving towards my left, when I 
forthwith changed position on the Light Company of 
the Sth Infantry, throwing back Lieut. Golding’s 


Junbsz Kegiment, and forward the guns and 
temaining Companies of the Sth Regiment, with 


Captain Hart's Janbaz corps thrown back ata right 
angle with the Grenadier Campany of the Sth Regi- 
ment to protect the right of the position.

They moved from 
one position to another, not only without confusion, 
but with nearly as much precision and regularity, as 
if they had been going through an ordinary parade.

Camp Khuwind, 17th August, 1841. — 


Sir,—For the information of Major General Nott, 
Commanding the District, I have the highest satisfac- 
tien in reporting that the combined Rebel Force, 
headed by Akram Khan and Akhtar Khan, amount- 
ing to upwards of five thousand Horse and Foot, was 
this morning totally ronted and 
dispersed by the Detachment un- 
der my command, as noted in the

margin. 


2, The loss of the enemy on this occasion is esti- 
mated at six hundred killed and wounded, sixty pri- 
soners were brought into Camp, and among them three 
Chiefs of note, viz. Khyroollah Khan of Teyna, (since 
dead) a brother of Lalloo Khan of Bhagran, and 
Moolah Shurreef of Bhagran. 


§. The accurate information fiaraisived by the As- 
sistant Political Agent on the afternoon of the 16th, 
enabled me immediately to comply with his requisition 
for the dispersion ofthe Rebels then within ten miles 
of my Camp. 

4, At4a.m. I broke ground, and at 7 came up 
with the enemy, strongly posted in my front, occupying 
w succession of walled Gardens and small Forts, under 
cover of which they immediately opened a fire of 
Juzacls and Matchlocks, on the advancing columns. 

5. After a few skilfully delivered by 
Lieutenant Cooper, Commanding the Guns, parties 
were detached from the 2d Bengal Native Infantry, 
and Ist Regiment Shah Shoojah’s Force, to clear and 
take possession of these enclosures ; whilst the 5th 
Regimeut Snah Soojah's Force, posted on the extreme 
lef (fanked by a wing of H. M.’s Ist Cavalry,) de- 
ployed into Line, advanced at the double, and drove 
back a body of the enemy's skirmishers who were for 
the must part concealed behind a range of broken 


rounds 


walls and whose fire was becoming destructive. 


G6. At the same time the enclosures ia front of 
the column tu the right were apeedily and gallantly 
carried, ender a heavy fire of matchlocksa, by two 
Companies of the 2d Bengal Native lofantry under 
Lieutenants Coake and Travers, supported by a 
party of the Ist Jafantry S. S. Force under Lieute- 
nant Gardiner, in effectiug which numbers of the 
enemy were shot and bayoneted. 


7. Thia object haviug been accomplished, the 
whole advanced with the view of attacking the main 
body of the enemy who were observed, “en masse,” 
din rear of the gardens; but before this could be 
effected, they appeared to be getting into confusion ; 
when C.ptain Hart’s Regiment of Jan Baz Cavalry 
and the wing of H. M.'s lst Cavalry charged, broke 
and puraued them with fearful vengeance for sever :I 
miles, hraded, moreover, by His Royal Highness 


Prince Sufdur Jung in persou. I then permitted 


Lieutenant Golding with his Jan Baz Regiment, wy, 
had been on Rear Guard duty (the baggage bein 
well up and io safety) to join in the pursuit at ¢} 
request of this Officcr whose men were most cag 
to take a part in the action. 


8. The Jan Baz Cavalry have, in my opiniy 
fully established, on this occasion by their behavioy 
a reputation for gallantry, and every claim to the co 
fidence of His Majesty. , 


9. Our loss has been rather severe, I regret | 
remark, as will be scen by the accompanying Returr 
partioularly in the two Companios of the 2d Beng 
Native Infantry who were exposed to a very heas 
fire. 


10. It affords me niuch satisfaction to record 1) 
gallantry with whieh the Jan Baz Cavalry we 
headed by Captain Hart, afterwards ably support 
by Lieutenant Golding, and the judgment display, 
by the former Officer in seizing the most favorah 
opportunity to charge and route the enemy, 


11. I have a most pleasing duty to perform 
bearing testimony to the zal and ability with whit 
all the Officers under my Command conducted the 
respective duties ; and here I must especially noti 
that Captain Woodburn, though at the time sufferi 
from the effects of severe illness, and scarcely abl 
owing to weakness, to set. on horae-back, exhibited ; 
instance of zealous and honorable devotion to | 
Military duties in leaving his Doolay, mounting h 
Horse and remaining in command of the 5th Regime 
S. S. Force till the close of the action. —

An Act for amending the provisioas of the Benqal

I, Whereas the provisions of the Bengal Code 
concerning Criminal Appeals and revision of Son- 
tenees aud Orders of Criminal Courts required to be 
amended ;— 


It is hereby enacted, that those parts of the Bengal 
Code which concern the powers and duties of the 
Criminal Courts in respeet to appeals and revision of 
scntences of a Lower Court by a higher, are repealed. 


If. And it is hereby enacted, that from every 
rentenca or order passed in Criminal trials, or in 
‘udicial proceedings other than Criminal trials, by 
an Assistant toa Magistrate, or by a Sudder Ameen, 
or by a Law Officer, or by any other Officer under a 
Magistrate empowered to try Criminal cases within iho 
limitation preseribed by Sections VIII. and IN. Re- 
gulation IX. 1793 there shall be permitted one appeal 
jn puch cases to the Magistrate, Joint Magistrate or 
Officer exercising the powers of Magistrate within one 
month from the date of such Sentence or Order, 
And from every Sentence or Order passed in 
Criminal trials ov in judicial procecdings other than 
Criminal trials by a Magistrate, Joint Magistrate or 
Assistant to a Magistrate beyond the limitation pres- 
eribed by Seetions Vii, and 1X.
